Brewery to 
fight over 
rejection of 
bike park 


BRIERLEY Hill-based Bathams Bre- 
wery has appeal against a decision to 
reject plans for an electric bike park near 
Kinver Edge following an outcry from 
residents. 

South Staffordshire District Council 
rejected plans last August but Bathams, 
which owns the land at Compton 
Worwood Farm, Beacon Lane, has 
launched an appeal with the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

Planners said the scheme, which 
would be the first of its kind in the 
country, was an unsuitable development 
in the green belt. But brewery owner Tim 
Batham said: “Electric bikes make no 
noise, create no emissions and cause no 
pollution. 

“They are the bikes of the future that 
we can bring here right now, bikes with 
no environmental impact, and no noise 
nuisance to anyone.” 

Residents are angry the plans have re- 
appeared and say they are determined to 
defeat them. 

Margaret Knott, who walks her son’s 
golden retriever dogs in the area known 
as Sheepwalks every day.

Switch to Father’s Day 
for fair sparks backlas 


RESTAURANT and club bosses in Kinver are 
seething after the village’s biggest community 
event was moved to Father’s Day. They claim it will 
kill trade on one of their busiest days. 

Kinver Country Fair’s new steering committee has 
sparked controversy after deciding to break with tradition 
and stage this year’s event on a Sunday. The only date 
which does not conflict with events in neighbouring towns 
or bank holidays is June 19, 
year. The fair has been held on the first Saturday in May 


in the past. 


Restaurants, cafes and clubs in the village are protest- 
ing against the change claiming it will cause disruption to 
their normally busy Father’s Day trade. 

Henry Williams, of Kinver Constitutional Club, said the 
date change had not taken into account the impact on 
some businesses in the village. 

Disruption 

“Restaurants and pubs in the village are well-used on 
Father’s Day by families celebrating the occasion. It is 
actually one of their busiest days. 

“But with roads around the village closed for this event 
and the sheer numbers in the village these people are not 
going to come in. They will go somewhere else instead to 


celebrate. 


“We cannot see the same level of trade coming from the 
fair which will be on fields in the village. People who just 
want to come out for a quiet meal or drink will simply 
avoid Kinver. It will be a massive disruption to our trade.”

The agency charges in

charges soar by 6.7pc 


ARENT increase of an average 6.7 per cent for thousands of tenants in 
Dudley will come into force on April 4, it has been confirmed. The 
biggest increase in almost a decade for the people who live in the 
borough’s 24,000 council homes was approved at a Dudley Council 


cabinet meeting last week. 


The increases range from £3.37 to £5.50 a week, with the average increase 
equivalent to £4.52. The move is expected to bring in £5.2 million, but Dudley 
Council will be allowed to keep only £1.4m, with the rest going to the Treasury. 

Council leaders say the increase had to be calculated using central Government's 
formula based on inflation and the size and value of council properties. 

The Conservative housing chief, Councillor David Simms, said he had written to the 
minister to express his concerns. He said the Government wanted to align council house 
rents with rents charged by social landlords such as housing associations by 2015-16. 


Viewers caught without licence 


MORE than 220 television viewers in Rowley Regis and a 
further 130 in Cradley Heath were caught without a 
licence in 2010. According to the latest figures from TV 
Licensing, the total figure for the year in Sandwell 
borough exceeded 3,200. More than 630 evaders were 
caught in West Bromwich, more than 600 in Smethwick, 
more than 600 in Oldbury, more than 550 in Tipton and , 
more than 450 in Wednesbury.

DOZENS of jobs are set to be 
created with the building of a 
multi-million pound waste treat- 
ment plant in Sandwell. 

A planning application has been 
submitted to Sandwell Council. 

Construction of the Eagle Recovery 
Transfer Hub, in Hill Top, West 
Bromwich, will create 95 jobs and 20 
for contracts for nearby companies. 

Ten people will be needed to run the 
plant when completed. Bosses have 
added that the site also has potential 
to create a further 779 jobs for compa- 
nies in the region through the provi- 
sion of additional services and 
materials. Serco manages Sandwell’s 
£650 million waste contract. The £15 


million Hill Top hub includes major 
alterations to the road systems, 
including a roundabout at the junc- 
tion of Bagnall Street and George 
Henry Road, to replace the entrance 
to the Eagle Lane Industrial Estate. 

The plant will collect and treat 
household waste from across 
Sandwell. Included in the plan is a 
facility to treat paper, glass, cans, 
plastics and cardboard, along with a 
composting facility. 

There will also be a biological treat- 
ment plant for treating any rubbish 
that cannot be recycled or composted. 

Serco also plans to revamp Shidas 
Lane Household Recycling Centre, 
Oldbury, with new offices and 
improved access for vehicles.

Talks with big chain 
hold key to recovery 


INVESTORS are still being sought for a 
proposed multi-million pound super- 
market in Dudley’s ailing town centre, 
more than a year after the plans were 
first announced. 

There were hopes the scheme in Castle 
Street, Dudley, would be open to the public 
by 2013. But despite the delays council chiefs 
insist the scheme will go ahead and say a 
number of chains are interested. 

The project for a 70,000 sq ft store and 400- 
space car park is still at the design stage and 
can not go ahead without any investment. 

It is hoped the development will kick-start 
town regeneration and create hundreds of 
jobs. Deputy council leader Les Jones said 
firms were in talks with the council over 
plans for the site but so far no deal has been 


struck. The council needs to attract an 
investor before development can begin. 

Under the plans, Dudley Council Plus will 
move from its current base in Castle Street 
to new premises in Flood Street, hopefully 
encouraging more people to visit that part of 
the town. 

Council bosses want to free up the Castle 
Street site for the supermarket, which will 
have a 400-space underground car park. 

Optimistic 

Councillor Jones would not reveal names 
of the interested chains as he did not want to 
“jeopardise” talks. 

Though he admitted there was “no firm 
plan” for the site at the moment, he said he 
was “very optimistic” that an investor would 
be found.

‘Good innings’ for Alice 


ends peacefully at 105 


SHE was born in the 
same year as screen 
goddess Greta Garbo, 
actress Joan Crawford 
and aviator and film 


director Howard 
Hughes — but outlived 
them all by decades. 


Some years before Alice 
Grainger’s death at the 
age of 105, she wrote 
down some of her memo- 
ries of the high and low 
spots of the Pensnett area 
where she was brought 
up. 
Alice, whose maiden name 
was Watkins, wrote: “I was 
born in Church Street, Pen- 
snett, April 1905, which 
people called Bottom End or 
the Green Doors, which 
opened out to the railway. 

“This ran from engine 
sheds to Baggeridge Colliery. 
Two of my old brothers then 
worked there. 

“The Green Doors were 
leading to hay fields, pit 
banks and pools, including 
Fens at middle. 

“Several people 
drowned in the middle. 

“The one I remember most 
were two children, brother 
and sister, which were on 
their way to Hart Hill 
School.” 

On a happier note, Alice 
recalled picking daisies, but- 
tercups and pretending to be 
a May Queen in the fields. 

“We had no luxuries, 
shabby clothes, hardly any 
food but oh, how life was 
worth living,” she said. 

Alice worked until she was 
70—until her employers told 
her she had to leave when 
they realised how old she 
was. 

For the last 25 years she 


were 


lived on her own in a flat in 
William Street, Brierley Hill, 
until she was taken to 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos- 
pital with an ankle injury. 
She died from old age on 
January 19 at the Island 
Court nursing home, in 
Coseley. 

Her funeral was at Gornal 
Wood Crematorium last 
Wednesday. 

Born into a mining family 
in Pensnett, Alice’s first 
husband was_ Leighton 
Maybury and the couple, 
who had five children, ran 
the Black Horse pub in 
Lowesmoor, Worcester.

Following Mr Maybury’s 
death aged 62, Alice met 
Lawson Grainger and they 
married in 1967.

Deep holes a ‘risk to dri 


A POTHOLE-cratered 
main road has_ been 
branded a “risk to 
drivers” amid claims a 
council failed to make 
repairs despite problems 
being reported more 
than a year ago. 

Around 50 _ potholes 
opened up in Worcester 
Lane, between Stourbridge 
and Hagley, following the 
heavy snowfall in January 
2010. 

But despite the issue 
being reported to Dudley 
Council no repairs were 
ever carried out, residents 
say. The potholes have deep- 
ened during this year’s big 
freeze. 


Programme 


Further repor ts have 
been made to the authority 
but despite some of the 
holes being marked out with 
paint no work has been 
carried out, it is claimed. 

Retired school teacher 
Graham Quinlivan, aged 
63, said the holes were “a 
risk to drivers”. 

“T personally reported all 
50 of these potholes on 
Dudley Council’s website. I 
received an acknowledge- 
ment but nothing was 
done.” 

Dudley council’s cabinet 
member for transport, 
Councillor Angus Adams 
said: “Any reports of pot- 
holes from the public go into 
our ongoing programme of 
works for highways patch- 
ing and pothole repairs, 
which saw the council fill 
more than 15,000 potholes 
during 2010.” 


ATAXI driver who attacked a passenger 
for criticising his driving has been given 
a suspended prison sentence and 
ordered to pay £1,250 in compensation 
and costs. 

A bystander joined in the attack on the pas- 
senger and his friend, who was knocked 
unconscious, a court heard. 

Taxi driver Abdul Jabbar, from Vicarage 
Road, Lye, was given an eight-month sen- 
tence, suspended for two years, for pulling 
Wayne Clark from his private hire cab and 
kicking him. Mr Clark suffered a head wound 
and needed three stitches. 

His friend Ryan Broadbent was knocked 
unconscious after attacked by bystander 
Arfan Rauf, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. Rauf, of Grange Road, Lye, was also 
given a suspended sentence and ordered to 
pay £3,250. 

Jabbar, aged 31, pleaded guilty to assault- 
ing Mr Clark causing actual bodily harm. 
Rauf, 25, pleaded guilty to assaulting Mr 
Clark and Mr Broadbent, causing actual 
bodily harm. 


Unpaid 

Jabbar was ordered to pay £250 in compen- 
sation to Mr Clark, as well as £1,000 court 
costs, and to carry out 180 hours of unpaid 
work in the community. 

Rauf was ordered to pay £2,000 in compen- 
sation to Mr Broadbent, £250 to Mr Clark and 
£1,000 in costs. He must also carry out 200 
hours of unpaid work. 

Recorder Martin Butterworth told them: 
“Your behaviour was appalling.” 

Mr Julian Elcock, prosecuting, said the 
victims and two other men had got into 
Jabbar’s taxi in Stourbridge in the early 
hours of New Year’s Day 2010. They dropped 
one man off in Netherton and had been 
heading towards Quarry Bank when Mr 
Clark described Jabbar’s driving as “erratic”. 

The court heard that this led Jabbar to pull 
over and assault Mr Clark. Rauf, who was 
returning home from a night out, joined in 
and knocked Mr Broadbent out. 

Defending solicitor for Jabbar, Mr Afzal 
Zaheer, said his client had asked the party to 
leave his taxi and they had refused. 

He added that his client was no longer 
working as a taxi driver and had expressed 
his remorse. Diljit Bachada, for Rauf, said 
her client had since avoided drinking alcohol.

Hands-on history lesson

Country with his novel that 
delves into the history of Dudley 
Castle. 

Robert Aston was inspired to write 
after attending a creative writing 
course at Dudley Library and has since 
published his first novel, Jack 
O’Beans. 

It is set during the 13th century in the 
medieval age when Dudley Castle was a 
hive of activity. It tells the tale of Jack, a 
young boy who constantly finds himself in 
some sort of trouble. 

The 72-year-old, of Oak Street, Coseley, 
describes Jack O’Beans as a logical version 
of Jack and the Bean Stalk and believes it 
should appeal locally as the book is based 
on real historical events which took place 
across the Black Country. 

Robert was born in Oxford but returned 


to his Black Country roots when he moved 
to Dudley to live with his grandmother in 
1948. 

The author says: “A Dudley based 
company, John Thompsons, sent me to 
night school once a week and I decided I 
wanted to become the student of the year 
because I'd heard it meant I'd study at 
Cambridge University.” 

He won the award and spent a term 
there. “The experience changed me, I went 
from dunce to student and I decided I 
wanted to become an academic,” he says. 

Robert went to Birmingham University, 
where he obtained a degree, and continued 
to work there are as a staff member until 
retirement. He then took up writing and 
attended the creative writing course. 

He says: “It was a real eye opener I found 
myself on the course along with 12 women, 
it was there I realised everybody has a story 


and every story deserved to be told.” 

Mr Aston sent a few episodes detailing 
Jack’s adventures to the Black Country 
Bugle. The tales became a frequent feature 
and he decided to turn them into a book. 

Robert began researching Middle English 
and participated in battle re-enactments 
held by the Friends of Dudley Castle on the 
castle grounds. 

He says: “Joining the Friends of Dudley 
Castle has made writing the book a lot more 
hands on, you can really get a feel for the 
castle and it is amazing how much the other 
members know about the castle's history. 

“There are so many medieval items and 
attractions dotted around the area and I 
hope my book will give people an insight 
into them and hopefully get them looking 
into our local history.”

Recent statistics show that 
more than 56 per cent of ASBOs 
issued in 2009 were breached, 
many more than once. 

The Government recently 
launched a consultation setting 
out a series of proposals to 
tackle anti-social behaviour: 

@ Easier to use powers made 
available to the authorities. 

@ More streamlined system - 
replacing the current 18 formal 
powers with just 5. 

@ Real and meaningful pen- 
alties for perpetrators who 
breach the terms of their pun- 
ishments 

@ Greater powers for com- 
munities and residents to make 
sure authorities take action.

from ‘surplus’ auction 


FIFTEEN out of 18 sites put up for 
sale by Sandwell Council after being 
deemed “surplus to requirements” 
have been sold at auction. 

The authority has made £388,000 from 
the sale of vacant land and empty shops 
and offices. 

It now plans to identify more sites for 
sale in the coming weeks. The council is 
trying to save £75 million over the next 
four years and is selling off land and build- 
ings across the borough to bring in extra 
cash. In total, the portfolio is worth about 
£4 million. 

Land already offloaded include plots at 
Carisbrooke Road, Wednesbury; Hale- 
sowen Street in Rowley Regis; Lea Avenue 
Wednesbury; Toll End Road, Tipton and 
Jervoise Street West Bromwich. 

Also sold off was the former Dolmac site 
in Tipton, which was bought by the council 
to make way for the construction of 
Tipton’s Owen Street underpass. 


Identified 


Councillor Ian Jones, Sandwell’s jobs 
and economy chief, said: “I am delighted 
that in these difficult times the council has 
been able to sell off these plots. 

“We look forward to seeing the plans the 
purchasers bring forward for them. 

“We are identifying more sites like this 
in time for a further auction in March.” 

The former Pullingers electrical shop in 
Park Lane East Tipton and a Smethwick 
cemetery lodge have already been identi- 
fied as properties to go. 

The shop has been empty for the last 15 
years since the business moved to a new 
base. Uplands cemetery lodge was used to 
house offices and store records, which will 
now all be centralised at Sandwell Valley 
Crematorium.

The five powers under con- 
sultation are: 

@ Community Triggers — 
local agencies will be compelled 
to take action if no action is 
taken after several people in 
the same neighbourhood have 
complained or one individual 
complains three times 

@ Criminal Behaviour Ord- 
ers — issued by courts after con- 
viction, would ban an indi- 
vidual from certain activities or 
places. They would require 
them to address their behav- 
iour, for example attending 
drug treatment programmes. A 
breach could see a maximum 
five year prison term; 

@ Crime Prevention Injunc- 
tions — designed to nip bad 
behaviour in the bud before it 
escalates. These would carry a 
civil burden of proof, making it 
quicker and easier to obtain 
than previous tools. For adults, 
breach of the injunction could 
see you imprisoned or fined. 
For under-18s a breach could be 
dealt with through curfews, 
supervision or detention. 

@ Community Protection 
Orders — comprising one order 
for local authorities to stop per- 
sistent environmental ASB like 
graffiti, neighbour noise or dog 
fouling; and another for police 
and local authorities to deal 
with more serious disorder and 


criminality in a specific place 
such as closing a property used 
for drug dealing; and 

@ Police powers to direct any 
individual causing or likely to 
cause crime or disorder away 
from a particular place and to 
confiscate related items. 

Proposals to reform anti- 
social behaviour tools and pow- 
ers are just one part of the 
Government approach to anti- 
social behaviour that includes: 

@ Directly-elected police and 
crime commissioners to re- 
store links between police and 
the communities they serve 

@ Street level crime maps 
and local policing information 
that allow the public to see 
where crime and ASB are com- 
mitted in their neighbourhood; 

@ A new approach for han- 
dling complaints of ASB that 
will be trialled in eight police 
forces. The new system for 
logging complaints will make it 
easier to share information, 
helping to quickly identify and 
protect vulnerable victims; 

@ Plans for social landlords 
to speed up eviction of tenants 
who commit persistent ASB, 
announced by the Housing 
Minister earlier this year; and 

@ Work by Baroness New- 
love (the Government’s cham- 
pion for active safer commun- 
ities) to empower communities 
and drive up local activism.

Shoppers’ mixed feelings 
over development scheme 


STOURBRIDGE shoppers have 
mixed opinions about the current 
state of their town centre — with 
views ranging from “it depresses 
me” to “it’s a bostin’ little place”. 

In total 24 retail premises cur- 
rently lie empty in High Street, 
Lower High Street, Coventry 
Street, Market Street, The Rye- 
market and Victoria Passage — on 
top of the seven stores and the 
old market now closed in the 
Crown Centre. 

“Stourbridge is very sad - it’s 
dying,” said shopper Jennifer 
Evans, aged 64, of Bailey Court, 
just across the ring road from the 
Crown Centre and the Bell Street 
multi-storey car park. “It’s a great 
shame the town has been let go.” 


Her partner, Malcolm Mount- 
ford, aged 67, said: “I’ve lived 
here all my life and we used to 
have four cinemas in Stourbridge 
once upon a time. 

“You could buy literally every- 
thing in Stourbridge - but the 
atmosphere’s just not the same 
now.” 


Narrow 

And 80-year-old Iris Bryan, of 
Belbroughton Road, Norton, 
Stourbridge, said: “Il used to love 
our town centre. 

“But now | don’t come here 
very often — it depresses me. 

“There was a classier kind of 
shop here when we first came to 
Stourbridge 40 years ago and 
there used to be a lovely Queen 


Anne window on one of the build- 
ings just up the High Street. But 
it’s just not like that now.” 

Her husband, Dennis Bryan, 
also 80, who used to be clerk of 
works in the architects’ depart- 
ment at Birmingham City Council, 
said: “It ought to be pedestri- 
anised — the pavement in the top 
part of High Street is so narrow | 
don’t know how they get away 
with it. 

“This used to be a lovely market 
town but nothing that has been 
done over the years has improved 
Stourbridge at all.”

along the High Street as part of 
the Crown Centre redevelop- 
ment. Under planning law, the 
supermarket giant also has to 
provide cash for other develop- 
ments in the area, which could 
fund the High Street scheme. 


And the current grim view that 
some shoppers have of Stour- 
bridge town centre is rejected by 
others.

Plans for £50m 
centre look set 
to be approved 


STOURBRIDGE’S long-awaited 
£50 million new Crown Centre 
development should get the go- 
ahead within the next six weeks. 

It should pave the way for local 
traders to ring up an estimated extra 
£200,000 a week through their tills. 

And that is on top of the estimated 
£1million a week that Tesco should 
earn from its 60,000sq ft superstore 
within the scheme. 

The president of Stourbridge 
Chamber of Trade, Peter Cox, said the 
town had been “treading water” while 
there was uncertainty about the 
future development of the Crown 
Centre. 

“We can all settle down once we 
know the dates and construction 
starts — it will bring the town back to 
life,” he said. 

Councillor Les Jones, deputy leader 
of Dudley Council, said: “There’s no 
uncertainty about it — it’s ‘when, not 
if’. The planning application is likely 
to go through in the next six weeks and 
then we can get on with the task of 
rebuilding the Crown Centre.” 

Councillor Jones added that Tesco 
could expect an extra £lm a week 
through its tills from its own store. 
“About 20 per cent of customers will 
spill out into the other town centre 
shops, which would mean an extra 
£200,000 a week for them,” he said. 

“Tt will be extremely good for niche 
market stores, with an extra 200,000 
people attracted into the town over the 
course of a year. 

“There will be major upheaval while 


the development is carried out — it will 
be a very painful process. But if we 
don’t do something, Stourbridge will 
die.” 

Tony Fletcher, corporate affairs 
manager for Tesco, said it was hoped 
demolition work, including knocking 
down the Bell Street multi-storey car 
park linked to the Crown Centre, 
would start later this year and con- 
struction would begin early in 2012. 

“With a following wind we hope to 
open by Christmas 2012,” he said. 
“Tesco has been looking at this project 
for a very long time and was thwarted 
when one developer didn’t go through 
with it — and now we have taken on the 
plan ourselves.

“The Crown Centre is in desperate 
need of care and attention and this 
regeneration with revitalise the area.” 
The plans include a two-level under- 
ground car park to be built below 
Tesco’s, which would be open to the 
public generally — but only for use up 
to three hours at a time. 

Dudley Council’s existing parking 
charges would be maintained but cus- 
tomers shopping at Tesco would be 
able to reclaim some of the cost. Eight 
retail outlets, as well as the super- 
store, are planned for the Crown 
Centre and Tesco has pledged to retain 
the existing clock featuring the Stour- 
bridge Lion locomotive and to relocate 
a mosaic of Stourbridge’s coat of arms 
nearby in the piazza at the front of the 
new superstore

WHEN an_ undiagnosed 
abscess left him paralysed 
from the neck down, Black 
Country artist Tim Joplin 
feared his ambition to stage 
an exhibiton had been 
dashed. 

But the former Dudley 
College photography lecturer 
was determined not to let the 
tragedy get in his way — and 
with the help of friends and 
family, he has forged forward 
to pursue his dream of display- 
ing his work. 

Father-of-two Mr Joplin, 
aged 59, from the Dixon’s 
Green area of Dudley, was left 
paralysed after doctors failed 
to diagnose an abscess press- 
ing on his spine in 2003. 

After a seven-year legal 
battle, he was awarded com- 
pensation of more than 
£800,000 towards the cost of 
his future care. 

One of Mr Joplin’s passions 
is capturing images of gardens. 

Some of these are included 
in a range of his work, dating

from 1974 to 2010, on show at 
Dudley Museum and Art 
Gallery, in St James’s Road, 
Dudley, until March 12. 

Mr Joplin lectured at the 
college between 1979 and 1997 
heading photography and 
media studies. 

He travelled extensively in 
the USA, Europe and North 
Africa producing images of 
land and cities, exploring the 
themes of man and his envi- 
ronment. 

Some of these have been 
included in the exhibition, 
including portraits and land- 
scape shots. 

Since 2003, he visualises the 
image he wants to capture. 

The shot is then taken by a 
third party, a family member 
or friend, taking pictures using 
techniques and angles as he 
instructed them to. 

Unfortunately, they could 
not dedicate the 10 to 15 hours 
a week necessary to help set up 
a proper studio or take enough 
pictures needed for a full exhi- 
bition.

MICHELLE Magorian’s much-loved children’s book 
about a wartime evacuee and the grumpy old man who 
takes him in has great appeal, as shown by the near 
full house on opening night. Thankfully, playwright 
David Wood and director Angus Jackson do it justice. 

From the opening, as a line of children sent to rural 
Dorset to avoid the London blitz march along to their 
new billets to the sound of Gracie Fields song Wish Me 
Luck, the play establishes a past era where children 
say ‘wizard’ and the GP was likely a heavy smoker. 

Oliver Ford Davies is gently impressive as the gruff 
but kind-hearted Mister Tom, a man wounded by the 
loss of his wife and child many years before, who 
recognises a kindred spirit in timid young William 
Beech (excellent young actor Oliver Tritton Wheeler on 
Press night), whose bruises reveal his mother’s abuse. 

All she sends with him is a Bible and a belt to beat 


him with. Mister Tom’s dog, Sammy, is represented 
very effectively in all his sniffing, tail-wagging canine 
character by puppeteer Laura Cubitt. 

There is a fine ensemble to play the village children 
and community stalwarts and Max Longmuir shone as 
ebullient and erudite new best friend Zach. 

Matters take a grim turn when William is called back 
to London by his mother, the set clanking into a 
change from bright open stage to the boy’s dungeon- 
like London abode. Aoife Kavanagh’s Mrs Beech is all 
the more chilling, played not as a clear-cut villain but 
as a woman who is clearly seriously mentally ill. 

When Tom and William are finally reunited, it is hard 
to prevent a lump in the throat or a tear in the eye. This 
is the first production from The Children’s Touring Part- 
nership, which aims to present high quality children’s 
and family drama. They have certainly succeeded.

Notwithstanding someone turning 
the New Alexandra Theatre around to 
face the wrong way without telling him, 
the cult comedy star displayed his can- 
tankerous short temper and dyslexic 
command of the English language 
along with a constant stream of Mala- 
propisms which make Doctor Spooner 
sounds as erudite as Stephen Fry. 

Rarely sober or in touch with reality, 
the count, as Johnny Vegas said via a 
video screen, has worked with some of 
the biggest names in showbiz, shame 
he upset so many of them. 

Ably hamstrung by sidekicks Terry 
Kilkelly as Malcolm and Renee and 
Dave Plimmer as Alan Leslie, the count, 
aka Stephen Delaney, lets rip on 
anyone called Michael with a verbal 
tirade worthy of Ronnie Barker. 

The count has that rare ability not

Indeed, over an hour of 
play passed between the 
third and fourth goals 
with Bromyard keeper 
James performing mira- 
cles between the sticks. 

On 58 minutes Meese 
threaded a pass through 
to Cameron Morgan but 
James pulled off a superb 
one-on-one save and then 
made a fine stop to repel 
Chris Bladen five 
minutes later. 

When James denied 
Meese his second on 70 
minutes with yet another 
excellent stop, it seemed 
the scoreline was des- 
tined to stay at three. 

But Gornal’s persist- 
ence paid off in the dying 
minutes when Cameron 
punished a tiring defence 
to claim his hat-trick 
before, in stoppage time, 
he slotted home his 


fourth.
